Monthly Meeting Minutes 
September 9th, 2015 


The September meeting was held at the Marion County Ambulance District Training Facility on 
Communications Drive. Don (KDOHHN) opened the meeting at 7:30pm with 20 people present 
including 4 guest. Don (KDOHHN) introduced Shane Jaeger (KDOUUW) with the Marion County 
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Ambulance District, and Assistant Chief. Shane gave us an in depth description of the facility. 
Following previous discussions about holding Field Day at this facility, Steve (KDOUVU) made a 
motion to try this year’s Field Day at this location. The motion was seconded by Ed (K9WAY). The 
motion carried. Don also stated that the Marion County Ambulance District would like to set up the 
facility as a secondary EOC. Shane stated that they would like to install the building infrastructure to 
accommodate both Field Day and EOC operations. 


Don inquired if everyone read the minutes from the August meeting, and asked for any changes, 
additions, or corrections. Hearing none, he asked for a motion to approve the minutes. Ed (K9WAY) 
made a motion to approve and it was seconded by Steve (KDOYTH). The motion carried. 


Treasurer’s Report: 
Larry (WB2UFO) reported last month’s ending balance was $1,345.43, and this month’s ending 


balance was $1,448.04. The CD balance was $1,320.65 making the total assets $2808.69. A motion 
to accept the Treasurer’s report was made by Cliff (KOCA) and seconded by Luan (KAQWAY). The 
motion carried. 


Repeaters: 
Don (KDOHHN) reported that both repeaters seem to be operating with no problems. Don also 


reminded everyone that Larry (WB2UFO) had reported last month that 2 new repeaters were on line 
in the area. Pittsfield has a new 2 meter repeater on 145.430, and operates on tone 103.5. Quincy 
has a new 70cm repeater on 443.9 also using a tone of 103.5 


Unfinished Business: 

The ARRL Simulated Emergency Test will be held Saturday October 3°. Don (KDOHHN) will meet 
with Steve (KDOUVU) and the Marion County Health Department to determine what kind of test they 
would like to run. Don anticipated that the exercise would last about 2 hours and we will need 
volunteer operators. Don will get more information about involvement by the State (SEMA), and the 
Missouri Traffic Net, and will pass that information along. 


Don gave the Club an update on the Amateur Radio Parity Act. Having made its way to the Senate, 
it's known as S1685. It has been referred to the Senate Committee on Science, Commerce, and 
Transportation. The Bill in the House of Representatives known as HB1301 has made its way to the 
sub-committee on Communications and Technology. Everyone in the Club is encouraged to send 
letters to our Senators and Representatives. 


New Business: 

Don reported that he will check with Fred (KBOWIL) to see if we will offer testing at next month’s 
meeting. 

Ed (K9WAY) brought an antenna tuner that was donated to the Club by Paul Manning (KD9MW) from 
Collinsville. The AT-1000 Pro Auto Tuner will make an excellent and needed addition to our Field 
Day equipment. We will add it to the Insurance list to be covered, and the Club will send Paul a 
thank-you note. 
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Don (KDOHHN), Larry (WB2UFO) and Cliff (KOCA) had a discussion prior to the meeting concerning 
another training class. They have received inquiries from three or four individuals interested in at least 
a Technician License. Any Club member that knows of anyone interested in taking the class should 
contact Don. There are also several newly licensed Amateur Operators in the area, some who 
participated in the previous class. We need to reach out and invite them to join the Club. Cliff (KOCA) 
will check with the ARRL to see if they still offer a service that can inform us of newly licensed 
individuals in our area. 


Luan (KAQWAY) inquired about the possibility of starting the Club meetings at 7:00pm instead of 
7:30pm. Ann (KB9BAL) made a motion to do so. It was seconded by Ed (K9WAY) and the motion 
carried after discussion about possibly moving the regular monthly meetings from Pleasant View to 
the Ambulance District Training Facility. A motion was made by Larry (WB2UFO), and seconded by 
Ed (K9WAY) to move our meetings pending approval by the Fire Chief and the Ambulance District. 


Larry (WB2UFO) reported the Lighthouse Event went very well with 18 people helping out or stopping 
by. There were 51 contacts made including many states and 1 from Canada. Larry reported the only 
issues were when one of the many trains passed by, and once by the Riverboat Calliope! Discussion 
followed about the different Lighthouse events. Hopefully we can do it again next year.

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FROM THE PRESIDENT'S DESK

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First off, | would like to thank Chief John Nemes, and Assistant Chief Shane Jaeger for allowing 
us to meet at the Ambulance District’s training facility and for offering it to us for Field Day next year 
and possibly as a permanent home. The facility is a very nice one, and as Shane mentioned, they 
are still improving on things and adding things to the building. The location is ideal, on top of a hill 
with a cell tower nearby and plenty of room to set up antennas. Shane was telling me that their plan 
is to put up 2 60ft poles, one at each end of the building, which could support an HF vertical antenna, 
a 2meter/440 antenna and a dipole. They are also making plans to have the facility set up as a 
possible backup to the city EOC and are planning to talk with John Hark about it. 

The training room is very spacious with room for quite a few people, There is a small kitchenette, 
bathroom, and the facility has keycard entry, which means if you don’t have a key card you don’t get 
access to the building or parts that you don’t need access to. All in all | think it will be a great facility 
for Field Day. | know that Tony took some pictures so everyone can see the facility. It also has 
audiovisual set up that allows you to turn the screen/wall to a touch screen. | know myself, Larry and 
Cliff were very impressed with the facility when we did the Technician class there, and they have only 
improved on it since then. 

This brings me to a couple of things that were discussed at the meeting that everyone needs to 
know about. A motion was made and carried to change the start time for the meeting from 7:30 to 
7:00PM. It was discussed that nights we are testing, it would be easier for the testing team and that 
they would not be staying so late. Also it would be easier for everyone, especially with daylight 
savings time ending soon and winter coming on. The other thing is that it was discussed about 
changing the meeting location from Pleasant View to the Ambulance District. The district has the 
advantage of being handicap accessible, is on a single level, so there are no stairs or elevators. As | 
mentioned it is A/V capable so we would not need a projector or screen if anyone wanted to do a 
presentation at the meetings. There is plenty of parking at the facility as well. Shane said that he will 
talk to Chief Nemes about having the meetings there and that if we move the meetings there, we 
could decide who, if anyone, we would want to have key cards issued to, and if possible we could set 
up the club’s equipment there as a permanent station, similar to what Quincy has at the Red Cross 
and they would make sure that we were the only ones to have access to it. So, at the October 
meeting | should have a report from Shane as to whether we can move the meetings to the training 
center, and | urge as many as possible members to attend the meeting to discuss this matter. 

Also, | will be looking at the calendar again because | have received a couple of requests for 
another licensing class. | will be putting together a tentative schedule, and if you know of anyone who 
might be interested in getting their license, let me know.
